SPRING CULT IVATION | 


It has been found by expericnee 
that the cultivatiin of the surface soil 
early in the spring is a very desirable, 
practice. Not only does it destroy | 
many of the hardier weeds and grass-; 
es which begin growth early, Sut it| 
gives the ‘air freer access into the | 
soil, warming it up much. more rapid-| 
ly than if it were left compact, and 
thus favoring early growth of the 
plant, whether it be a fruit tree, bush 
fruit, or herbaceous perennial. 

By cultivating the soil early in the 
spring, also, moisture will be conserv- 
ed, and later in the season the mois- 
ture saved in this way will make a 
great difference in the value of the 
crop. Moreover, the loosening of the 
soil early in the spring makes it pos: 
sible for rain to sink rapidly iato 
the ground and so prevent much evap- 
oration of it which otherwise might 
take place. By cultivating very ear- 
ly and then cultivating again after 
spring raing conditions should be fav-

Although the staff of public health 
‘nurses in the province is being redue- 
ied from twenty-six to eleven by the 
provincial department ‘of health, the 
service will be maintained in’ the 
most outlying portions of the province, 
stated R. G. Reid, minister of health, 
when his departinental estimates 
were under review in the legislature 
last week. 

District nurses will .be maintained 
at Buck Lake, Yeoford, Lesser Slave 
Lake, Peace River and Grand Prairie. 
Six public health nurses retained by 
the department will specialize in the 
child welfare work, one at Edmonton, { 
one at Calgary, one at Medicine Hat, 
with stations for the other three yet 
to be decided upon.

The City of Wetaskiwin has recently 
contracted to pay $30.00 for printing 
that, figured by | standard western 
printing prices, amounts,,, to nearly 

- twice ‘that figure. It is ‘only fair to 
the city fathers to state that > most 
of ‘them were probably not’ familiar 
‘enough with printing costs to know 
this. ‘The low price looked: like econ- 
omy. “Let us consider if this is so. 


That something in this directicn 
needs to be evolved goes without say- 
ing,.but at the same time is there not 
danger in too great a focusing of al- 
tention on the attempt to find. one 
remedy for a great leak, and ay le- 
noring of other and smaller leaks but 
which, in’ the aggregate, may mean 
quite as serious a loss? 

For instance, official, records. have 
established the fact that. dyring the 
last shipping: s¢cason thousands” upon 


hauled by the railways from the prair- 
jes to the lake port terminals, Last 
season's wheat graded uniformly high 
but it was also remarkable for the 
quantity ‘of weed seeds contained in 
shipments. It not only’ cost money 
to clean all this grain, but the farm- 
ers of the west paid thousands of dol- 
lars in freight charges on this enor- 
mous \quantity of weed seeds. Surely 
this ig a leak in profits which eould 
and should, be stopped. 

It costs just as much to plow and 
harrow-and arith an-acre of land gown 
with inferior geed as it does to per- 
form the ‘game operatious preliminary 
to sowing the best seed.) obtainable. 
There is a difference in the rice of 
the’ seed itself, and that ig all. Later 
on it costs just the same to cut the 
Standing crop on that .acre irrespec- 
tive of the fact whether it’is all grain 
or partly grain and ‘partly weeds, 
The cost of preparing an’ acre of 
land, and sowing it to crop, that. yields 
.twenty-five or thirty bushels of wheat 
is but little more than’ the cost of 
slip-shod farming methods and poor 
seed which results jn only ten or 
fifteen bushels. A binder will just: 
as easily and economically cut a 
standing field of grain with large and

Despite high costs of production 
last season, excessive marketing cost 
and unsatisfactory marketing meth- 
ods, some farmers made money, and 
Others lost money. The ones who 
made money were those who had the 
heavy yields per acre. Weather con- 
ditions are, of course, always a fac- 
tor, hecause no matter how paihstak- 
ing a farmer may be, or how good 
and clean the seed sown, there must 
be a sufficiency of moisture to en- 
sure a crop. But things being equal, 
the good farmer, sowing cleaner seed, 
will. obtain results in larger yields, 
and consequently, larger financial re- 
turns. 

While, therefore, working for bet- 
ter marketing conditions, the indivi- 
dual western farmer will be wise in 
his day and generation who farms 
|Wwell, sows only good clean seed, and 
wages unremitting warfare on weeds. 
No matter how favorable the growing 
and ripening season may be, the 
maximum results cannot be obtained 
unless a good beginning is made, and 
the foundation of a good herd is to 
be found in making a start with pure 
bred stock. Ave

Immigration Now 


is the View of Lord Shaughnessy 


Canadian Pacific Chairman Urges Aggressive 
Campaign to Bring Desirable New Citizens 


—Suggests Appo 


ntinent of Minister 


of Immigration. 


T I predeminant importance of a 
sound and aggressive immigra- 
fion policy for Canada was. vigor- 
ousty put forward by Lord Shaugh- 
nessy, Chairman of the Canadian 
Pacifie Railway in an address to the 
Kiwanis Club of Montreal on No- 
vember 16th. Lord Shaughnessy 
endorsed the Kiwanis idea of. sel- 
ected and directed immigration as a 
remedy for Canada’s railway and 
other troubles and amongst. other 
things urged the appointment of an 
enterprising Minister of Immigra: 
tion and Colonization. He said’ in 
part: * 
Practically nothing has been done 
during the past eight years to at- 
tract) population, Of course, 
war interfered, and during the pe- 
riod of the war it would have been 
impossible to bring people here, but 
four years have elapsed since he 
Armistice and much might have 
been accomplished in those four 
years, were it not for unwise immi- 
gration laws, the practice! abandon- 
ment of publicity work, and the 
withdrawal of agents. We have been 
hiding our light under a bushe!, 
with ‘the result that we have lost to 
other countries thousands of excel- 
lent settlers who should have come 
to us. Indeed, it is worse than that, 
because the census returns show 
that in 1911, Canada had a poputa- 
tion of 7,200,000, and the census re- 
turns for 1921 show a total popula- 
tion of 8,700,000. But in that period 
the vital statistics show that there 
Was a natural increase of 1,836,000, 
end immigration into Canada from 
other countries of 1,975,000. Had 
we received no immigrants at all, 
the natural increase should have 
given a population of 9,000,609, 

When we take into account. the 
fact that our National Debt which 
was $85,000,000 in 1914, has now 
reached the stegeering sum of $2,- 
840,000,000, or approximately the 
equivalent of $270 per capita of our 
population, a National Railway Sys- 
tem (acquired for reasons that are 
more or less defendable) that with 
its annual deficits absorbs — the 
srreater portion of our rather bur- 
censome income tax, with no pros: 
pect of immediate improvement, we 
must realize that the burden is too 
geoat for a population of 8,700,000 
} ( ople, 

Plainly stated we have on one 
ride these cnormous national Habil 
ies and a sparse population.

The mineral districts of Car eoun- 
try thus far exploited are a mer:

of the Dominion, and oyr forests 
utilized in a sensible way will be a 
source of incalculable wealth, Clear- 
ly our policy must be to bring these 
matters under the notice not only of 
the people of Great Britain and the 
United States, but of many of the 
continental countries as well, and 
say to them: We expect you to 
become citizens of Canada, and to 


take active intelligent interest in 
Canadian affairs; to see that your 
children are not only educated,. but 
by your example encouraged to lead 
clean moral lives. ‘It is not our in- 
tention when you land on our shores 
to turn you loose to shift for your- 
selves. We shall have Bureaus or 
Departments to take you in’ hand 
and advise and guide. you until you 
have reached your destination. 

Notwithstanding the war, Great 
Britain can furnish a very large 
number of settlers of the right class, 
and for the first time, I think, in 
history, the British Government is 
prepared to lend its assistance, fi- 
nancially and otherwise, to help 
these people to become established 
in one of the Dominions. : 

Norway, Sweden, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Holland and other continental 
countries can furnish us with thou- 
sands of rugged, splendid people 
who are weary of the struggle at 
home, and wish to seek their for- 
tunes in a new land. 

To begin with there should be 
some amendments to our inmnigra- 
tion laws and regulations. The re- 
quirement of continuous passage 
from country of origin is surrounded 
by many difficulties. There can be 
no good rcason why an Englishman 
temporarily living in Oregon, who 
had bought a ranch in Alberta, 
should under our regulations be de- 
nied admission as 4 settler, because 
he came to us from Oregon instead 
of direct from England. Nor should 
we be prevented from getting any 
settlers from the United States, 
who, not jbeing naturalized United 
States citizens, would be required 
under our Jaw to return to their own 
country and come from there direct 
to Canada {o ensure admission. 

I am only referring briefly to 
one or two out of many instances in 
the last couple. of years that were 
brought to my notice. It is true 
that the regulations have recently 
been amended with reference to 
British settlers, but the barrier 
against others still remains. 

There should be urged upon the 
Government the appointment with- 
out delay of a thoroughly capable, 
enterprising Minister of Immigra- 
tion and Colonization. I think that 
my friend, Hon. Mr. Stewart, who is 
with us to-day, will bear me out in 
the statement that the Department 
of the Interior is now over-burdened 
with work, and that this additional 
lond should not be placed on it. The 
Minister in charge of Immigration 
will be a very busy man, and should 
be able to give his whole time and 
thought to this work. Tleretofore it 
has been a sort of tradition that the 
Cabinet Minister or Deputy in 
charge of Immigration should come 
ffrom the West. There would ap- 
pear to be no good reason for this. 
) While naturally the main efforts of 
the Department will be directed to 
the West, there is room for consid- 
erable energy in) Mastern) Canada, 
and after all, it makes but very little 
difference whether the Minister 
comes from the Hast or the West 
provided he be just the right man, 

The Minister should have a most 
capable staff of assistant and repre- 
sentatives in the Department at 
headquarters in Great Britain, the 
United States, and on the Continent 
of Europe, to permit of this most 
important matter being dealt with 
aggressively. He should have a

strong and _ intelligent ‘advertising 
and publicity organization in Great 
Britain, the United States, Scan- 
dinavian Countries and certain other 
selected countries of Central Europe, 
through which an invitation will be 
extended to every colonist of the 
class we need, to give consideration 
to the opportunities offered by Can- 

ada for settlement. 

I am confident that in all this the 
Government would have the active 
co-operation of the Canadian Pacifte 
and other transportaticn companies, 
who expended such vast sums of 
money itr co-operation with the Gey- 
ernment to secure colonists a few 
years ago. 

I know that many of our fellow- 
citizens are imbued with the convic- 
tion that immigration should, in a 
very large measure, be confined to 
people of British origin. This view 
is based on the idea that our future 
as a British people will be best safe- 
guarded by populating our country 
with those of our own race. It 
strikes me that in this instance pol- 
icy rather than idealism must pre- 
vail, Britain could not furnish us 
with the required population of the 
desirable type within ‘reasonable 
time. We must get settlers where 
we can without exposing the country 
to the dangers of a defective and 
disastrous melting pot, We shall 
not be damaged by an intermixture 
of new blood and new thought.

Calgary was 
next with 1,879,949; Lethbridge 278,- 
384; Medicine Hat, 166,036; other 
places, 1,321,072, or a total for the 
province of 5,5671,179, compared with 
7,019,232 in 1921, 

Companies incorporated and_ regis- 
tered during the year numbered 294 
with a capitalization of $9,524,000. 
Automobile licenses issued numbered 
39,964, an increase of 112 over—1921. 

Attendance at the professional hoc- 
key games added considerable rev- 
enue to the provincial cofférs under 
the amusement tax. This revenue 
from all sources of amusement in the 
towns and cities coming under the 
tax amounted to $589.53 a day or $16,- 
327.80 a month. 

Life and five insurance contributed 
a largely enhanced ‘taxation revenue 
to the province ‘last year under ‘the 
heavier scale imposed by the govarn- 
ment last session, the increase in the 
formet being $63,878.78, and in the 
lutter $15,039.59. The total taxes 
paid by each respectively in 1922 were 
$124,340.23, an] $72,131.24. Banks 
paid $86,900, as against $94,800 
1921. Elevator conte under the 
new tax paid $37,500. Altogether un- 
der the Corporations tax act the 
province garnered $462,691.33, against 
$339,839.72, the previous year. 

These statistics were contained in 
the annual report of the provincial 
secretary, tabled by Premier Green- 
field in the legislature Saturday. The 
vehicle tax was $716,873.25 last your, 
and $718,531.30 in 1921. Although the 
amusement tax was increased last 3¢s- 
sion the $185,933.61 revenue in 1932 
was only $2,830.93 in excess of the 
1921 receipts. The new gasoline tax 
yielded $185,118.53. The railway mile- 
age tax returned $188,530.00. Al- 
though the tax on coal was advanced 
last year from five cents to ten cents 
a ton, $282,690 obtained was only 
$6,762 over 1921 collections. 

Thirty-nine branches of chartered 
banks closed during the year, Some 
of these came about through the 
amalgamation of banking institutions.

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Send Samples of Grain 
‘To Experimental Farm 
For Analysis and Trial 


Parnas who are. Fast Paristion 
of grain, the producing “power of 
which is in doubt, are invited, to send 
8-ounce samples to the cereal division, 
experimental farm, Ottawa, for an 
analysis and field trial. The lots 
giving greatest promise will be car- 
ried over for comparison with stand- 
ard varieties in subsequent years un- 
til their value can be determined. As 
the land at! present available for this 
work jg rather limited, samples will 
be included: in the test in the order 
of their arrival. T:os2 coming late 
may hive‘to be held over for trial 
until next: year. 

The: great difference which exists 
between different varieties in | re- 
spect of their ability to give paying 
returns on a ‘given farm mekes— it 
highly important that farmers check 
up periodically the sorts they are 
growing. This, of course, can be done 
best by trying out on the farm con- 
cerned 9 few of the sorts. which, are 
most highly” recommendedy by the 
nearest experimental station. 

Unfortanately this sort of -work re- 
quires more time than the verage 
farmer can deyote to it. In such cases 
it is recommended that the reverse 
course be taken and that samples of, 
seed /of the varieties under suspicion | 
be sent to the experimental farm for 
study as above suggested. Such a 
course not only may lead to the ac- 
quiring of valuable information — re- 
garding the value of a given sort, but 
also serves to. establish an intimate 
and direct connection _ between ‘the 
cereal division and the farmer whom 
it seeks ‘to serve. (urthermore, the 
experts connected with the above diy- 
ision recognize in the scheme a pos- 
sible source from which valuable 
“starting points” for improved varie- 
ties may be discovered.

In side each 
package there should be a statement

It has been’ thought by some: that, 
sunflowers would resist’ more, ry | 
weather than would corn, but, from;

has proved erroneous. Corn not only 
requires less water, to produce. pach} 
pound of dry matter, but appears bet-| | 
ter able to resume, growth after a, 
protracted period of drought. 
“In régions where corn, gives a sat-! 
isfactory crop every year. there, is 
nothing to be gained by changing to 
sunflowers. Indeed where 2orn. will! 
‘grow ‘successfully it possesses some 
decided advantages over sunflowers, 
It is more drought resistant than the 
sunflowers, and in addition loaves the | 
soil in a much better contition for a| 
crop the following year.
